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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
02/12/2007 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments in view of the amendment filed 02/12/2007, with respect to 
the prior art rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 

§1 03(a) rejection of claims 1,3-17 and 19-34 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant has not responded to the 35 USC §112 rejection, which is hereby 
maintained and reiterated below in addition to new a 35 USC §112 rejection based on 
the newly submitted amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1,3-17 and 19-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The term "low latency" in claims 1,12,13,17,28,29 and 33 is a relative term which 
renders the claim indefinite. The term "low latency" is not defined by the claim, the 
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specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. Examiner will assume low latency to be the speed for operations of real or 
non-real time operations. All respective dependent claims are rejected due to the 
rejected base claim. 

7. Claims 1,17 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. They recite the limitation "near real-time" 
which is indefinitely as to the degree at which the invention is to real-time. Examiner 
recommends quantifying what the applicant intends to mean such as defining an 
inequality that is supported by the specification. 

8. The remaining claims are rejected by virtue of being dependent upon a rejected 
based claim. 

9. For the purposes of this Office action, Examiner will assume "low latency" and 
"near real-time" to simply mean real-time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1 ,3-1 7 and 1 9-34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
(claims 1,17 and 33), particularly an interface device adapted in a computer system for 
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providing a communication interface to a plurality of external devices remote from said 
computer system, the interface device comprising a plurality of transfer control logic 



remote external devices wherein the multiple TCL modules can communicate in real- 
time and in parallel with their associated remote external device, a dual-port memory 
selectively communicable with each of the TCL modules in a round robin fashion.
